THE RIGHTS OF LABOR 


*Tf TIE news from Washington is to the 
effect 


* 
that "tin1 Amciican Federation of Labor, 


with Samuel Goniper-, at its head, i, making good 


the threat to go into politic1-." Ft i-, stated that a 


list has heen prepared to indicate the representa- 


tives in congress that are deserving the support 
of orgam/cd labor 
The list ha1- been issued in 


circular form and is designed for general dis- 
tribution. 
It i-, i-el forth that labor has received 


no consideration at the hands of congress and 
that it is "a unless waste of time" to undertake 
to obtain legislation at 
I hi- hands of the present, 


congress. 


Moreover, it is asserted that there is much 


resentment on the part of congressmen at the ac- 
tion of Gompcis 
The circular is denounced as 


blackmail b\ attempting to coerce them into sup- 
porting bills that the\ do not approve. Naturally 
enough tins \\onld be the complain of those \\ho 
find that they cannot serve t-wo masters, but it 
would be difficult for themi to point out wherein 
that part of their constituents which is made up 
from the ranks of labor has not the right to vote 
for whonicvei ;t sees fit to represent them in the 
halls of congress. 
Further than that it is the 


pi i\ilege of every Amcricari. voter to learn, if he 
can, uhere his representative stands on every 
question, and if his findings'"do not meet with 
his approval he has an unquestioned right—nay, 
it is his dut\—to oppose his re-election. We are 
a nation governed b\ majorities and if a majoiity 
believe v\ rough, the minoiitv have no recout se 
hut must perf'uce submit. 


On the other hand, there is no compulsion up- 


(n a representative in congress to 
support 
a 


measure against his better judgment, but he must 
not complain if he has to pay the penalty of sub- 
sequent defeat tor re-election if his constituency 
refuse to agree with him at the polls. 
Evcrv 


congressman is free to oppose labor legislation 
if he so elects as the Republican leaders have 
done with the consent of the Republican major- 
ity, and likewise the laboring men of the country 
that arc conscious of their own interests are free 
to oppose the representatives seeking re-election 
that have given their support and sanction to 
government b} injunction, unrestricted immigra- 
tion and an unlimited work day under govern- 
ment contractors. 


Obviously if the workingmen of the United 


States are to make their demands heard in con- 
gress they first must make them at the polls. 
They must make it evident that behind their de- 
mands there are voters that will insist that they 
be heaid. It is idle for organized labor to appeal 
to a congress dominated by ''the interests" with 
the expectation that legislation urged by it will 
bo given favorable consideration. 
Until 
the 


workingmicn of the country show tliat they have 
the independence and intelligence to vote for men 
that will not subordinate their interests to the in- 
terests of capital the.\ may expect to find congress 
protecting "American labor" with Dingley tariffs 
and the Republican politicians baiting them to 
greater folly with papier machie representations 
of a "full dinner pail" as labor's share of priv- 
ilege's prosperity.
